The gu ard at the cross that 
dark Friday afternoon was no 
dou bt su rp rised that Jesu s died 
so soon. Most v ictims lingered 
for day s. Bu t Jesu s died in six 
hou rs. 
Lov ing hands took His body 
down from the cross, wrap p ed it 
hastily in fresh linen and laid it 
in a newly made grav e in the 
rock nearby . Across the op ening 
a stone was rolled to close it and 
p rev ent marau ders or enemies 


from distu rbing the remains of 
the rev ered teacher. 
Some distance away certain 
women discip les watched what 
was going on. They had follow­ 
ed Him, along with their hu s­ 
bands, brothers; or sons from 
Galilee; and now, woman-lik e, 
they p rep ared to do the last sad 
du ties for the dep arted. Sp ices 
they wou ld bring, and ointments, 
as soon as the Sabbath (from 
su ndown Friday to su ndown Sat­ 
u rday ) was p ast, and p rep are the 
body for p ermanent bu rial. 
And so they came, “early on 
the first day of the week , at su n­ 
rise,” to anoint the body for bu r­ 
ial. 
As they ap p roached the 
tomb, the q u estion p resented it­ 
self, “How shall we mov e the 
stone?” 
Bu t when they got there, they 
look ed, and behold, the stone was 
rolled away ! 
Stra ng er still, there wa s a 


y ou ng man sitting in the sep u l­ 
chre, wearing a white robe; and 
he said to them, 
“Do not be amazed! You are 
look ing for Jesu s the Nazarene, 
who was cru cified. He is not here 
— he is risen! See, here is the 
p lace where they laid Him.” 
That is the story in ou r oldest 
Gosp el. Bu t there were many 
stories of the Resu rrection, as 
there were many to whom the 
Risen Jesu s showed himself. An­ 
other, and one of the most beau ­ 
tifu l, is the ap p earance to the 
two discip les on the way to Em- 
mau s, v illage west of Jeru salem, 
They did not recognize Him at 
first, Lu k e say s, bu t only in “the 
break ing of the bread” after they 
ask ed Him to su p and lodge with 
them. 
Still another is the ap p earance 
to Mary Magdalene who came 
back to the emp ty tomb, and

POWER TO DESTROY 
In his separate opinion last week in the in­ 
come tax case Ju stice Frank fu rter, in a peppy 
paper, took on Chief Ju stice John Marshall, who 
in 1819, said that the power to tax inv olv es the 
power to destroy , an opinion that has been con­ 
trolling on the Su preme Cou rt ev er since u ntil 
now. 
Frank fu rter say s that Marshall’s dictu m isn’t 
so. In the first place Frank fu rter say s Marshall 
was indu lging in flou rishes of rhetoric and fol­ 
lowing the fashion of the time which resorted to 
“the free u se of absolu tes.” 
Bu t what Chief Ju stice Marshall said so long 
ago is tru e. The powTer to tax does inv olv e the 
power to destroy , rhetoric or no rhetoric. It may 
not be tru e that a lesser sov ereignty , lik e a state, 
can destroy the fu nctions of a greater sov ereign­ 
ty , lik e a federal gov ernment, bu t a greater sov ­ 
ereignty can destroy the fu nctions of a lesser 
sov ereignty . 
Once the separate states of this repu blic 
thou ght they had the power to permit bank s 
chartered by the states to emit notes — money . 
The states did hav e the power. They hav e it 
y et. Bu t nobody arou nd here has seen any state 
bank notes in circu lation for some time. The fed­ 
eral gov ernment slapped a high tax on those state 
bank notes and destroy ed them.

For all the common acceptance of the theory 
that Wall street mark et mov ements reflect the 
pu blic mind, in the matter of confidence or lack 
of it, the tru th is the v iolences of the secu rities 
lists are v ery mu ch solely the produ ct of the 
opinion of the specu lativ e fringe of the inv est­ 
ment grou p in America and not of general pu blic 
opinion. 
At the end of last week the secu rities mark et 
fell into one of its gloomy fits. Foreign selling 
of secu rites, set into motion by fresh war-fears, 
bore down on prices, with the help of flighty 
American inv estors of the specu lativ e k ind, who 
u nloaded. 
These hair-trigger inv estors do not represent 
the sentiment of Americans an ov erwhelming 
majority of whom are nev er in Wall street. 
On the contrary the mass of Americans are 
continu ing calmly on their accu stomed cou rse. 
They realize that economically the present is a 
difficu lt stretch made more difficu lt by ov er-seas 
sword-rattling.

licen sed places sellin g hard li­ 
q uor by the drin k n ow than at 
an y time before prohibition . 
In dian a had 5,523 saloon s in 
1906 “before the march of pro­ 
hibition began ,” o r on e for every 
472 person s, whereas today there 
are on ly 1,8 61 three-way permit 
holders who can sell liq uor, beer 
or win e by the drin k, or on e for 
every 1,8 53 person s. 
Feightn er poin ts out, howev­ 
er, In dian a n ow has man y liq uor 
outlets that did n ot exist before 
prohibition . There are 2,363 per­ 
mits to sell beer on ly by the 
drin k, 
1,18 9 
places 
(package 
stores an d drug stores) which 
sell liq uor on ly by the bottle, an d 
378 groceries an d drug stores 
sellin g bottle beer to carry out. 
This makes a total of 6,150 retail 
places of all types, or on e for ev­ 
ery 562 person s. 
In the last six years, Feight­ 
n er says, the alcoholic beverages 
in dustry has paid $31,165,000 in to 
the state treasury. 
H ie In dian a Judicial Coun cil 
reports the average arrest for 
the first five years of repeal were 
68 ,8 32.

year the state paid out just un ­ 
der $300,000 in dog taxes to re­ 
imburse farmers whose an imals 
died of rabies. 
This disease, which causes con ­ 
vulsion s an d death in a period 
an ywhere from n in e days to 20 
mon ths after it is con tracted, is 
spread by a virus — a germ so 
small it can ’t be seen through 
a miscroscope or caught in a fil­ 
ter. 
; 
Dr. J. Leon ard Axby, state 
veterin arian , says rabies is at its 
worst in February, March an d 
April an d again in late summer 
an d fall, matin g times for dogs. 
This year cases have been re­ 
ported from all over the state, 
in dogs, cats, cows, horses, hogs, 
foxes an d even sq uirrels. The 
city of Rushville an d n in e town ­ 
ships in Lagran ge coun ty an d 
four in Jackson coun ty are un ­ 
der 9 0-day q uaran tin e. In addi­ 
tion , scores of in dividual q uar­ 
an tin es are in effect for 120 days. 
Quaran tin es for govern men tal 
un its 
provide 
that 
an y 
dog 
foun d run n in g loose is to be 
shot. Quaran tin es for in dividual 
households charge the farmer 
or city residen t wVth puttin g his 
dog on a leash an d keepin g close 
watch on other domestic an i­ 
mals. 
In the fiscal year en ded Jun e 
30, heads of 558 rabid an imals 
were sen t to the State Health 
Departmen t’s In dian apolis lab­ 
oratory from 6 8 coun ties. Three 
coun ties, 17 town ships, 10 cities, 
an d 151 in dividuals were q uar­ 
an tin ed. 
So far in the presen t fiscal 
year, 207 mad an imals have been 
foun d.

Addition al ben efits can be de­ 
rived from yearly vaccin ation of 
un exposed dogs.” 
In oculation of dogs with rabies 
vaccin e is practiced before they 
have been exposed to the disease 
as a preven tive measure. This 
same « vaccin e is in jected daily 
in to person s who have been bit­ 
ten by mad an imals to keep 
rabies from gettin g a start. 
The virus of rabies, Dr. Axby 
explain ed, apparen tly is in the 
saliva of a mad dog. When a 
person or an other an imal is bit­ 
ten , this virus passes in to the 
body an d spreads through the 
n ervous system.

This may be a real hardship, 
since he has the repu tation of 
being a chain-cigarette smoker, 
lighting a fresh cigarette from 
the one discarded.
